The  new  edition  of  this  quarterly  catalogue 
“MRI  Bankers  Guide  to  Foreign  Currency  by  Arnaldo 
Efron  was  published  in  July  of  this  year.  It  is 
availabel  to  numismatists  at  a reduced  price  of 
$40,  US  Post  paid  and  $60  to  others  from  Monetary 
Research  Institute,  1014  Wirt  Road,  Suite  200
